The meeting addressed by Mr. T. 
A. Crerar of Winnipeg, President of 
the Grain Growers Grain'Co, in the 
1.0.0.F. hall on Wednesday last was 


not very largely attended the season 
being hardly opportune for such a 
gathering. Mr. S. L. Fraser presided 
and introduced the speaker who is 
the head of the company which 
claims to be fighting the battle of the 
farmersagainst an alleged elevator 
trust. Mr. Crerar was hard on,the 
elevator people and seemed to aim at 
creating the impression that a square 
deal was as impossible at an elevator 
asa prayer meeting in toughdom. 
Mr, Creraris a man of pleasing ap- 
pearance and tells his story in an 
easy fluent way without resert to elo- 
quence. All present were apparent] 
deeply intereted. ‘ 
The speaker after a few introduct- 
ory remarks gave a resume of the 
conditions 20 years ago when Manito- 
ba’s grain came into the market in 
large quantities, At that time eleva- 
tors began to be built. The railway 
companies refused to build but gave 
exclusive privileges to certain com- 
panies. The farmer had to buy from 
the elevator men and take what was 
offered. This caused discoutent and 
grain growers associations were or- 
ganized. They wanted the right to 
sell outside of the elevator combine. 
They got the Manitoba Grain Act se- 
curing the right of independent ac- 
tion and also the power to make the 
railway company build loading plat- 
forms. The profit of a certain eleva- 
tor company ten years ago was $820, 
000 and they hadn’t half the elevator 
capacity they have now. He used to 
sell wheat at 19cents under Fort Wil- 
liam and on making a kick was told 
he could take his grain home. Con- 
tinuing the speaker told of the differ 
ence between Fort William and ex- 
port prices showing that 6 to 8 cents 
i bushel were made by the. man_ sel- 
ling totheexporter. From grievances 
arising from these conditions the 


into-existence and stock was mace 
purposely low so as to let all the far- 
mers in. When they started there 
was a paid up capital of $11,000 about 
1300 farnidss yoming. aac. 
organization expenses they owed 
money to the bank, Owing to the 
rules of the Winnipeg exchange they 
had to secure membership, They 
were however kicked out and next 
day couldn't se'l a bushel. This 
raised a howl and rather than have 
their charter cancelled the Grain Ex- 
ehinge readmitted them with very 
bad grace, That year they handled 
2 mi lion bushels, Next year 5 mil- 
lions, Last year they handled al 

most 8 milion bushels and their pro- 
fit was $30,000, Last year the Home 
Bank frave a line of eredit of ovor 
$599,009, With this they fought the 
movement which kept Fort William 
prices below export and the prices 
were he d level. Every farmer who 
so'd wheat benefited by this. So 
long as this company remains in busi- 
ness it will not be possible for the 
combines to manipulate prices again, 
In the past they haven't got a large 
portion of grain from Alberta. Dis- | 
tance from Winnipeg was to blama | 
for that. An office will be opened in | 
Calgary and the market conditions | 
and the farmer kept in close connec: | 
tion, As aresult of the companys | 
work thereis a paid up capital of 
$180,000 and they are in a strong pos- 
ition, The Elevator Trust is now ; 
getting active in an effort to regain 
lost ground, In the past there was a 
commission rule. This has been 
abolished to leave the doors open for 
a fight. Ten years ago the elevatr 
existed to buy street grain. Now | 
they are after car lots. In Manitola 
toovercome farmers prejudice they | 
organized commission offices under 
another name, Illustrations were, 
given showing how the farmer was | 
fooled by this trick. He advised 
farmers who were out for the last! 
cent, and wanted to kill competition, 
to hold out for the last cent from the 
Elevator Company and they would 
getit.. The elevators have decided 
to handle grain for one half a cent, or 
for nothing in order to get the grain. 
This is going to drive some of the 
commission houses out but he thought 
the farmers of Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan would resist the bribe and 
stand by the Grain Growers Com- 
pany. Seventy-five per cent of the 
elevators are owned by Americans 
who find Canada a more profitable 
field. The state laws are too restrict- 
ive. Proceeding he strongly advo- 
cated government ownership of ele- 
vators. The loading platform is an 
antedeluvian method, It prevents 
cleaning the grain. The sane way to

Ifthe postoffice were op- 
erated by a company the people 
would be soaked as they are by the 
express companies. He thought the 
elevators could be handled by the 
government as well as the post office. 
He didn’t think it would be a field 
for graft, The farmers wouldn’t al- 
low it. Proceeding the speaker in- 
stanced probable benefits from gov- 
ernment control in the way of classi- 
fication, and the giving of all buyers | 
equal privileges He favored nation- | 
al control of terminal elevators and 
provincial control of interior elevators. 
There would be a sample market and |

be fairness in grading and fixing | 
prices. The grading system of today | 
works out in favor of the miller and} 
against the producer. Without gov- | 
ernment control there cannot bea 
fair sample market. Heknew of lots | 
of cases where private owned eleva- | 
tors have paid for themselves in the 
first year. In describing the docking 
tendencies at elevators he said some 
elevators have been known to have 
2000 bushels in storage as a result of 
this process.

PAIGNTON’S BIG PUDDING, 


Devonshire Town Revives Old Charit. 
able Custom This Month. 


The tiny resort of Paignton in 
Devonshire will this month revive 4 
curious historical festival. Centuries 
ago it was the custom there to make 
a huge pudding for distribution 
among the poor, In later years, how- 
ever, it was only made on the occa- 
sion of some important event. On 
the conclusion of the Continentul 
Wars, which ended with Waterloo, 
for instance, a pudding weighing a 
ton and a half was made and boiled 
in sections. It cost £52 10s, and 
among the ingredients were 573 pounds 
of flour, 191 pounds of bread, 382 
pounds of raisins, 191 pounds of cur- 
rents, 882 pounds of suet, 320 lemons, 


| 360 quarts of milk, 144 untmegs, 95 


pounds of sugar, and a large number 


| of eggs. 


In 1859 Paignton agnin distinguish- 
ed itself by making a Christmas pud- 
ding of similar weight, but since then 
those responsible have been satisfied 
with comparatively diminutive ex- 
amples, averaging about 200 pounds 
each, 

The latter, however, were merely 
made for church baznars and _ festi- 
vals, and did not really constitute the 


famous Paignton pudding, which ac- | 


cording to rule, is only made every 
fifty years. This year is the fiftieth 
anniversary of the occasion when the 
pudding was last made in honor of 
the opening of the railway. 
A somewhat similar custom is ob- 


| served at Denby Dale, near Hudders- 


field, where for over a hundred years 
the inhabitants have baked large pies 
in} commemoration of remarkable 
events. As far back as the recovery

It will gosupside 
down, and, unlike the ordinary clock, 
can be moved about at will without 
feur of stopping. The original models 
set going in kurope three years ago 
have had some nasty thumps in being 
carried ubout from one country to an- 
other, but they are still going as 
merrily us ever, 

“Hubby,” who growls and kicks 
himself because he misses his morn- 
ing train through not winding the 
clock up before going to bed, will 
probably agree that the “Eureka” 
clock, us Mr, Kutnow’s invention has 
been called, is a capital name for the 
invention, The battery is fixed under- 
neath or at the back of the clock, and 
from this one of the wire is connect- 
ed to a plate of iron, which runs hori- 
zontally at the base. Above this 
metal plate hangs a large wheel con- 
structed like the balance-wheel of a 
watch, which just clears the plate as 
it rotates. At the back is a spring, 
similur to the hair or oscillating 
spring of a watch. 

A siwwall magnet runs through the 
centre of the wheel, which is mag- 
netized on the connection of the elec. 
trie current, and which pulls its end 
on the surface of the wheel round to- 
warus the horizontal plate below. 

A thin strip of steel connected with 
one terminal of the battery regulates 
the pulling power of the magnet so 


| that it gives the necessary impetus 
| to the wheel. 


As the latter springs 
round, this strip of steel comes into 
contact with a knob through which 
the current passes, und the magnet 
becoming charged, the point is pulled 
down sharply to the horizontal plate, 
Passing over this, the magnet is de- 
magnetized and the wheel swings on 
until the force of the oscillating spring 
brings it back again. 

The oscillation is timed and can be 
regulated by the spring behind to 
take a second each way, the move- 
ment being conveyed directly by a 
lever to the second hand, the minute 
and hour bands being connected in 
the usual manner. 

Mr. Kutnow had the honor of sub- 
mitting a “Eureka” clock to the King, 
who was deeply interested in the ex- 
planation of its ingenious mechanism, 
which reminds one that in January 
last His Majesty also inspected with 
the keenest interest an ingenious 
clog’, called the “Emoire”’ clock ,ip 
vented by a Woodstock gentleman, 
which enables the student to ascer- 
tain at a glance the mean time, the 
meridian, and relative position of 
every part of the Empire, besides be- 
ing able to witness the actual sneed 
and direction of the earth’s rotation. 
The motive power is a clock in the 
base of the stand, and the apparatus 
requires winding only cance a week. 


Ever Tried Seaweed. Jelly?

Seaweed ashes were once used for | 


making alkali to be employed in soap 
and glass making, and it was actually 
the chief source of the supply of 
iodine.

Eel-grass, which is a variety of sea- 
weed, was used for stuffing mattresses, 
Other kinds were—and, to some ex- 
tent, are still—used us food for hu- 
beings, as well as for cattle. 
Irish, or carregeen, moss is employed 
in making jellies; while on the coast 
of South Wales a particular kind of 
green seaweed is found which is made, 
with oatmeal, into cakes, and eaten 


with jelly.

in England. 


London.-—Having succeeded by 
means of an all night sitting of the 
house of commons in passing through 
the committee clauses of the budget 
imposing a tax on land values the 
government has giver’ the members a 
week’s release from their arduous la- 
bors during which time less con- 
tentious measures will be considered. 
The fight over the budget which will 
fairly revolutionize the system of tax- 
tion in Englandhas been one of the 
most strenuous in the history of 
parliament. A mere handful of Union- 
ists compared with the huge Liberal 
majority has been able to hold up leg- 
islation week after week, until the 
government, though loth to introduce 
guillotine measures in order to limit 
the discussion was forced to bring new 
rules of procedure which authorized 
the chairman to decline to consider 
blocking amendments. The last of 
the land taxation clauses has been 
passed by the committee but their 
form is quite different from that orig- 
inally introduced, 
the exchequer has made a number of 
very important concessions chief 
among these being, that in regard to 
the valuation of land. Under the bill 
as introduced the cost of the valuation 
was imposed upon the owner. 

This charge has been taken over by 
the stute, however, which will be call- 
ed upon to spend for this purpose 
$10,000,000. This is more than the tax 
will produce during the first year. 
The property of friendly societies, 
which own lands valued at upwards of 
$500,000,000 is also exempt under the 
new taxation. 

This is a concession to the Inabor 
unionist who form a large majority of 
the shareholders of the societies. 
Other amendments made to the bill 
came as a result of criticism by the 
lord chief justice. It was originally 
proposed that the valuation placed 
upon property by commissioners ap- 
pointed for that purpose should be 
final, but the lord chief justice pointed 
out that this would be indirect contra- 
vention to the British constitution 
which expressly gives the right of ap- 
peal in all cases. The government 
therefore amended the bill allowing 
the right of appeal. 

Another much criticized provision of 
the bill imposing a tax upon unmined 
minerals was also withdrawn and a 
tax on mining royalties and rents was 
substituted. The government how- 
ever maintained the principle of taxa- 
tion on land values and the campaign 
throughout the country in which the

He says this 
counts for the extensions of the Great 
Northern in the direction of the Ca- 
nadian west. 

Prof. Shaw based his statement on 
statistics showing the alarming de- 
crease in the yield in Western States, 
pointing out that the average in 20 
years has dwindled from 25 to 12 bush- 
els per acre. 

As the population is increasing, he 
says, the consumption will soon be 
greater than the yield and so we must 
ultimately look to Canada. The acre- 
age in the States is limited. In Can- 
ada the fringe only has been touched. 

Prof. Shaw disapproved of the re- 
cent increase of duty to 30 cents in 
wheat entering the United States. 
Hill’s lines will tap all the western 
provinces, Three are already in, and 
a fourth is projected for Alberta. 
thinks the bulk of wheat will be taken 
to Minneapolis and Duluth mills, 
largely the latter.

Ottawa.—The forestry branch of the 
interior department has issued an in 
teresting bulletin dealing with the 
damage caused by forest fires in Can- 
ada in 1908. The bulletin, which was 
| prepared by H. R. McMillan, assist- 
jant inspector of forest reserves, shows 
that during the year 835 forest fires 
of serious proportions occurred in the 
Dominion, upward of 188,000) acres 
j burned over, causing the destruction 
of over fifty-six million feet of tim- 
ber, valued, including mills and im- 
provements, at $25,500,000. Twenty- 
one lives were lost as a result of the 
forest fires (all in B.C.) and 2,404 were 
thrown out of employment. The cost 
of the fires to the publie was nearly 
‘three hundred thousand dollars, 

Quebee province headed the list 
with 260 fires, British Columbia came 
second with 235. In Quebec, however, 
the value of timber destroyed was 
very slight. In Brit'sh Columbia forty 
million feet were destroyed at a loss 
of $25,000,000 or over 90 per cent of the 
‘total loss by fire in Canady. The de- 
struction by fire in Manitoba and Al- 
| berta was very light but in Saskatche- 
) wan timber valued at over $20,000 was 
| destroyed, due to the great fire in the 
Crow's Nest pass country which de- 
stroyed Fernie and entailed a heavy
